THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from tuber- 
culosis. 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could pay only 
part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has been 
made up by annual gifts from the public and income from endowment 
funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters of the cost, but 
from fifteen to twenty percent receive further assistance from the Free 
Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the general maintenance and for 
the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed and legacies are desired to 
strengthen the now enlarged institution. 

The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable types 
of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients of limited means. The full 
capacity is 200 beds. 


2. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of research 
and teaching in tuberculosis. ‘The fund is devoted to the following 
purposes: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a four and six weeks’ post-graduate course covering 
the modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the Sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physicians 
and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. The same building houses the Lawrason Brown 
Memorial Medical Library. The Physiological Laboratory occupies 
the third floor of the Medical Pavilion. 


d. A department for Statistics, and for recording the annual re- 
ports of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, in the 
village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the private research 
laboratory of Dr. Edward L. Trudeau and is now the headquarters 
of the Trudeau School and of pathological study and research. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Room and 
medical library, which serves the Trudeau School and Fellows as well 
as the village physicians as a lecture room. 


REEOR WOrstIESERESIDENT 


IN THE MIDST of a very troubled world the Trudeau Sanatorium has 
carried on its normal mission of caring for tuberculous patients, with 
continuing success. 

The past year has been most satisfactory to the Trustees and to the 
management because of the fact that, due to an increased census of 
patients, to efhcient and economical management and to the continued 
financial support of our loyal friends, we have concluded our fiscal 
year without deficit. 

I will, therefore, direct the emphasis of this annual report of the 
President to only one phase of the Sanatorium activities, namely the 
Free Bed Fund. 

This fund is set aside in order to assist needy patients to complete 
their full term of cure in the Sanatorium. The financial aid afforded 
the beneficiaries of the Fund may be either for the full amount of their 
board or for some portion of it, as the circumstances in each individual 
case may demand. 

During the past year the Free Bed Fund received $13,911.81. Of 
this, $3,840.54 was the income from invested funds and $10,071.27 
came from donations. During the year $14,841.28 was expended to 
51 beneficiaries. It is thus evident that we expended more from this 
Fund during the year than we actually received. 

Not only that, we have opportunities for extending this assistance to 
many more deserving patients, if the necessary funds were available. 

Another important consideration is the fact that during the winter 
months our census of patients is regularly below our full capacity and 
consequently some of the units of the Sanatorium are closed for a few 
months. 

If we were able to offer treatment free or at reduced rates at that 
time to an additional number of patients through the medium of an 
increased Free Bed Fund, we have reason to believe that all of these 
vacancies would be filled. Were this possible, the double advantage 
would result, that more patients needing treatment could be cared for

and also that by keeping our plant up to full capacity, the per capita 
cost over the year would be materially reduced. 

It is with this situation in mind that I take this opportunity to 
appeal particularly for added contributions to the Free Bed Fund, 
which would not only give needed assistance to more beneficiaries but 
also give added support to the Sanatorium as a whole. 

As to the general work of the institution, it continues to go forward 
with its cust6mary effectiveness and in accordance with the high stand- 
ards with which Trudeau has always been identified. 

On behalf of the Trustees, I therefore have no hesitancy in whole- 
heartedly recommending it as fully worthy of the continued interest 
and support of all of our friends, both old and new.

Fork THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1941 


OwING TO the expiration of our fifty-year charter, a special act of the 
New York State Legislature was necessary to continue. Through our 
legal counsel, Mr. John M. Bovey of Sheffield and Betts, the charter was 
revived and extended indefinitely on February 21, 1941. 

The second war year with its problems gradually increasing due to 
national defense activities has been passed without serious result thus 
far. Advancing prices of commodities and some foods have been met 
by an average patient census of 187.2 as compared with 175.5 in 1940. 

Shortly after the last annual report was issued, which contained a 
note and photograph of Mrs. Carolyn Pentland Lindsay, the news of 
her death was received. She was one of the earliest patients to occupy 
the Little Red Cottage (1887) and lived a full life of usefulness. 

Dr. Allen K. Krause, one of the most noted writers and students of 
tuberculosis and assistant in the Saranac Laboratory for six years, died 
May 12, 1941. He was engaged in research and made valuable contri- 
butions to our knowledge of immunity. Gifted to an unusual degree 
as a writer, he was editor of the American Review of Tuberculosis for 
many years, besides occupying teaching positions at Johns Hopkins 
Medical School and as director of the tuberculosis laboratory and clinic. 

SUMMARY OF FINANCIAL REPORT 

It is a special satisfaction to report the following figures for the past 
year, which indicate a surplus balance considerably larger than last 
year. This is due largely to an increase of $15,000.00 in receipts from 
patients and despite a decrease of $5,000.00 in contributions and an 
increase in expenditures.

Medical Staff: Dr. Heise and his staff are justly to be credited for 
maintaining high standards of treatment. No changes have been made 
in the Resident Staff. The interns, Dr. G. F. Rozelle and Dr. L. 
Poznak have been replaced by Drs. F. L. Neely, H. F. Parry, Ellanor 
Lockhart and C. J. McGoey. Dr. Neely is now on the intern staff 
of Bellevue Hospital in New York City. Dr. A. G. Robert after a term 
in the X-Ray Laboratory is now continuing his studies on roentgenology 
at the University of Pennsylvania Graduate School. All members of 
the Medical Staff have been patients and it may be noted that 25 phy- 
sicians and 5 medical students were under treatment last year. 


The Consulting and Visiting Staff: We have lost two of our valuable 
consultants, Dr. Edward N. Packard who is now a Lieutenant-Colonel 
in the Army, and Dr. Edwin M. Jameson, Lieutenant‘Commander in 
the U. S. Navy. Their terms of service are indefinite. All others 
except Dr. Alling continue to give us the benefit of their experience, 
which is greatly appreciated. Dr. Alling has removed to Rochester, 
N.Y., much to our regret. 


D. Ogden Mills School of Nursing: The report of Miss Mann, 
superintendent, shows gratifying accomplishments despite the shortage 
of nurses due to national defense activities. Seven post-graduate and 89 
pupil afhliates have completed the special training. One more institution, 
the Amsterdam City Hospital, has been added to our afhliated list.

Dental Department: Owing to a severe sinus infection, Dr. Carr, our 
valued dentist, was absent for several weeks but is now on full time 
again, ably assisted by Mrs. Carr as usual. 


X-Ray Department: An increase in the number of examinations is 
reported in the past year. The total was 5,211, an increase of 13% 
over 1940. Examinations numbering 2,396 were for Trudeau patients, 
of which 1,850 were of the chest. Dr. Sampson continues as consultant 
~ and interpreter of films of workers in the dusty trades and in co-opera- 
tion with the physiological studies of Dr. George W. Wright. 

More than 12,000 films of industrial workers were examined for 
dust diseases and studies are being made of the accumulated results. 


The Lawrason Brown Memorial Medical Library: During the past 
year a special room was fitted with shelving to receive the books from 
Dr. Brown’s library which have been donated by Mrs. Brown. She 
has added 436 volumes to those previously given. The total number 
of bound volumes in the whole library is now 6,626. This valuabie 
reference library is in constant use and we are largely indebted to Mrs. 
Brown for its completeness. 


The Mellon Library: With a total of 8,048 volumes, the circulation 
reached 10,421 in 1941. More than half the circulation is among 
the infirmary patients. Many books have been donated by patients and 
other friends. We are indebted for other additions especially to Miss 
Eleanor Mellon, and to Mrs. Walter B. James for subscriptions to peri- 
odicals, and to at least ninety other friends for gifts. The assistance of 
Mrs. Henry Anderson, Mrs. Russell Burger and Mr. Adolph Bergman 
is acknowledged. 

The Chapel: The services of the following Roman Catholic clergy 
are cordially appreciated: Revs. Fathers Kitts, Argy, deGroot and 
O’Connor. 

The Rev. E. B. Mounsey of St. Luke’s Church, Saranac Lake, and 
Canon Glyn A. Thomas, formerly of the Cathedral at Hamilton, 
Bermuda, represented the Episcopalian faith, while the Rev. Henry 
‘Ebelke, missionary, officiated for the Lutherans. We gratefully acknowl- 
edge their faithful attentions, as well as the visitations of the Revs. 


Alvin B. Gurley and T. R. Bundy. 
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Entertainment: While the annual musical treat given by the Lake 
Placid Club was omitted this year, we enjoyed several other concerts 
including the Cotton Blossom Singers and Riverdale Camp Glee Club. 


The annual celebration of the birthday of Dr. Edward L. Trudeau 
was held October 5, 1940. Dr. Francis B. Trudeau gave an illustrated 
address. 


A very enjoyable lecture on big game hunting in Alaska, illustrated 
with colored moving pictures, was given by Mr. Harry H. Webb of 
New York. The holiday celebrations were held as usual. 


The Workshop: The increased emphasis given to occupational therapy 
for tuberculous patients proves the great value of the arts and crafts in 
securing that end. Miss Pierce, Miss Schiefer, Mr. Laurence and Mrs. 
Blanchet are constantly active in giving instruction in ten crafts. Al- 
together 238 patients were taught, of whom 128 were bed patients. 


Much interest was shown in knitting, hooked rugs, embroidery and 
glove making. Mrs. Blanchet has visited many bed patients to instruct 
them in these crafts, and exhibitions of such articles of novel designs 
were held at the Sanatorium in August and, through efforts of the 
Women’s Auxiliary, at Saranac Inn. Sales of many objects made by 
patients brought over $600.00, thus providing needed “pin money” for 
them. The recent death of a former instructor, Mrs. Kathryn Phelps 
Becker, who was also a patient, revealed that she had bequeathed 
$2,000.00 to the Workshop Fund. She was a cherished friend for many 
years. 

Our thanks are due to a number of friends for donations. We are 
especially obligated to Mrs. Meredith Hare for her continued support, 
and to Mr. William Grandjean, Mrs. W. H. Hayes, Mrs. George Inge, 
Mr. George LaPan, Mr. W. G. Lundergan, Mr. Frank Mahoney, Mrs. 
Pitt Petri, Mr. Albert Schulman, Miss Simpson, Mrs. Edna Wheeler, and 
Miss H. Wastian. 


Saranac Lake Study and Craft Guild: The facilities of the Guild 
were utilized by 62 patients who entered courses of instruction. This 
enterprise is of definite value for the rehabilitation of tuberculous 
patients during their convalescence. 
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The Trudeau School: A very successful symposium on tuberculosis 
in industry was held in June with a registration of 50 and with 31 
speakers. The proceedings are published by the National Tuberculosis 
Association of New York. 


The regular session of the school, its 27th, was held in September and 
October. Owing to the demands of military service only 20 students 
were able to attend. Seven Latin-American physicians from South 
. America and Mexico added to the interest in the course. Seven students 
were ex-tuberculous physicians. Nine scholarships were awarded; one 
by the National Tuberculosis Association, one by the Saranac Lake 
Society for the Control of Tuberculosis in memory of Dr. Lawrason 
Brown, and seven by the school. 


Continued support has been furnished by the Lillia Babbitt Hyde 
Foundation through the active interest of Mr. Charles C. Harris, the 
Director, to whom we extend our renewed thanks. 

Following the example set by the Class of 1940, which subscribed a 
fund to bring a visiting lecturer to the school, the class of 1941 made a 
similar contribution, which will be used in 1942. 


The Trudeau Foundation: Only a brief summary is given here as 
Dr. Gardner’s report will be found in the Medical Report and research 
departments. The active prosecution of laboratory studies and field 
surveys continues. Both laboratories have been able to add much to 
our knowledge of the tubercle bacillus and the influence of many agents 
in aggravating or protecting against the disease. There are altogether 27 
workers employed in the Saranac Laboratory and field surveys, besides 
4 others in the Sanatorium laboratories. Four summer students and 
two interns were maintained on fellowships. 

Dr. Wright continues his physiological research in co-operation with 
the. University of Rochester which has renewed its appropriation of 
$4,000.00 for support of this work. 


Dr. Wright will soon begin an experiment on the treatment of 
silicosis at the nearby iron mines of Republic Steel Corporation at 
Mineville, N.Y. The test will be made of inhalation of powdered 
aluminum which has been found to absorb silica and thus prevent its 
injurious effects.
